Dear Mr. Newman: 

I am sorry not to have answered your letter of October 23, prior to 
this, but I had hoped I would have the list that I have been working on 
in shape to send to you and to Mr. Hoober. 

It is only recently that I was able to meet with Mr. Shultz and 
get a complete listing of his notes. Following this, I was able to make 
arrangements with the Historians Office of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter Day Saints to see all of their notes. It had been a little hard 
for me to work out this appointment, but we are just organizing a Westerners 
Group in Utah and it was through this that I made the contact that made it 
possible to work this out. As I am sure you realize, the work at the Bank 
at this time of year is particularly heavy, and I will do the best I can 
in getting my material in shape and then will send it to you. 

I had worked at some length with Mr. Marckhoff, and I am sure the 
information you have from him will be most helpful. As far as his having 
credit, there is certainly no problem this way. I have no desire for any 
personal credit in what I have done as it is purely a labor of love and I 
only collect the notes as a hobby. 

Perhaps it would be helpful if I marked the items I have pictures of 
that would be suitable for publication. 

If you have any duplicate notes that you might want to sell, I would 
appreciate your letting me know what they are and about what price you 
have on them. I had traded Mr. Marckhoff a note I particularly prized, it 
was a piece of San Pete Stake Tithing scrip. Would you by any chance have 
acquired it? 

Regarding whether there is enough new material in the list I have 
worked on to justify publication, I do not know because the only other list 
I have seen is the booklet, "Mormon Money" by McGarry. I know McGarry quite 
well, and he has really stopped collecting. There are, of course, references 
in some booklets by the Daughters of the Utah Pioneers. I am not familiar 
with the Wismer list to which you refer, you see I am truly an amateur.

We have your letter of October 10, 1968 inquiring as 
to the manuscripts and pictures Fred Merckhoff had with re- 
spect to Utah notes. We hsve no intention at this time of 
writing up this matter or publishing anything on the subject. 

In connection with the Wismer revision project, 

Dick Hoober asked me to contact Mr. Blaine Simons, which I 
did on October 23, 1967. I told him that I had finally ob- 
tained the data which Frod Marckhoff had assembled. I also 
told him that it did not contain sll of Fred’s work on the 
matter. He responded on December 21, 1967 mentioning your 
name. He also said that he would send me his material for 
review ss soon as he had worked it up. On January 3, 1968 
I told him to get in touch with me after his work was a 
little farther along and to date I have had no response. 

If there is enough new material which has been de- 
veloped so that a revision is desirable, we would like to 
encourage that in any way we could and will gladly send such 
data as we received from the Marckhoff estate. Unfortunately 
this date was scattered helter-skelter after Fred’s death. 

It is very incomplete and disorganized (not the way Fred 
would have had it). I had a very difficult time getting it 
as it was supposed to be turned over to me when the paper 
money collection was bought but it took months and months 
of letter writing to get it. 

When you appraised the Marckhoff collection did you 
see his research work in organized form? By the time I first 
saw the library quantities of material had been thrown away. 

Under these circumstances your thoughts would be 
appreciated as well as a report as to who wants to work up 
a publication.
